Representative James A. Dunnigan proposes the following amendments:

1. Page 22, Lines 660 through 664:

660 [(18)] (21) (a)  A licensed or recognized school under this section  may  shall  accept credit{ }

661 hours towards graduation  for documented, relevant, and substantially equivalent coursework previously

completed by:

(i) a student that did not complete the student's education while attending a different school; or 

(ii) a licensee of any other profession listed in this section, based on the licensee's schooling,

apprenticeship, or experience.   for any profession listed in this section. { }

662 (b)  In accordance with Title 63G, Chapter 3, Utah Administrative Rulemaking Act, and

663 consistent with this section, the division may make rules governing the acceptance of credit

664 hours under Subsection [(18)] (21)(a). 
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
